A Simpie Jelly Test 

Much waste of sugar and spoilage 
of jellies can be avoided by using 
a simple alcohol test recommended 
by the bureau of chemistry, U. S. 
department of agriculture. 

To determine how MUCH sugar 
should be used with each kind of 
juice, put a spoonful of juice into a 
glass and add to it one spoonful of 
95 per cent grain alcohol, mixed by 
shaking glass gently. 

Pour slowly from the glass, not- 
ing how the pectin—the substance in 
fruits which makes them “jell’—is 
precipitated. 

If the pectin is precipitated as one 
lump, a cup of sugar may be used 
for each cup of juice; if in several 
lumps, the proportion of sugar. may 
be reduced to approximately three- 
fourths of the amount of juice. If 
the pectin is not in lumps, but is 
merely precipitated, the sugar should 
be one-half or less of the amount of 
the juice. 

If the juice shows no precipitation 
under the test, it is unsuitable for 
jelly making, and must be combined 
with apple juice, or orange pectin, 
or other juices rich in pectin. 

The housewife will do well be; 
fore making the test to taste the 
juice, as fruits not as acid as good 
tart apples probably will not make 
good jelly unless mixed with other 
fruits which are acid. 

Three things are required to make 
jelly—pectin, acid and sugar. 

Jelly stocks are made by sorting, 
washing and mashing the fruit, place 


on back of the stove and extract 
the juice at a temperature of about 
185 degrees. Strain juice, then fol- 


low directions for jelly making. 


Oatmeal Biscuits 

Five ounces of oatmeal (not rolled 
oats) and white cornmeal: 3. ozs. 
each of butter and sugar; 1 tea- 
spoonful baking powder; 1 egg. 

Thoroughly mix all the dry ingre- 
dients, then stir in the butter, which 
must be melted, and the egg well 
beaten. Make into a dough and 
work thoroughly with the hand, Roll 
out as thin as possible and divide 
into square or oblong biscuits. Bake 
in rather a slow oven until a light 
brown. 

In this recipe cornmeal is substi- 
tuted for wheat flour, thus giving a 
wheatless biscuit. A little wheat 
flour or rice flour, however, is need- 
ed to prevent sticking. Should the 
oatmeal seem too coarse, it can be 
by passing it 
through the mincer using the peanut 
cutter. 


Economical Uses of Fat 

Buy fifteen cents worth of beef 
suet from the. kidney. Wash care- 
fully and cut into very. small pieces. 
Place the pieces in a kettie or steel 
frying pan with one-half cup of cold 
water. Render slowly, either on top 
of the stove or in the oven; this 
should take about twenty-five min- 
utes. Strain through a fine strainer 
into a bowl or churn. When it is 
cool—that is, still liquid—it should 
make about 2% cups of rendered 
liquid fat. Add to the fat an equal 
amount of cottonseed oil. Beat un-| 
til white and thick. This will make | 
2% pounds of clean, wholesome fat | 
which can be used in place of Crisco | 
or any other commercial shortening | 
at a cost of about 39 cents. 


Economized Butter 

Take one-half pound of butter and 
one cup of milk, one-half teaspoon- 
ful salt and one-fourth teaspoonful | 
of gutter coloring. Put this in a} 
small churn, or beat it in a bowl, | 
until it is well blended—creamy and | 
smooth. This can be used in place | 
of butter for cooking or for table} 
use, and no one will be able to dis- | 
tinguish between it and butter. If} 
put on the ice it will become firm, | 
though perhaps not quite so solid as) 
butter on account of the increased | 
amount of moisture. It is well 
worth trying, as it will cut the but-| 
ter bills in half.

| WHAT THE BOYS DID ON 


TRIP AT CATALINA ISLAND | 


Re Be 


For the benefit of those whom we}! 
are not permitted to meet personally 
we are glad to submit this brief re- 
port of the Y. M. C. A. boys’ camp, | 
recently held at Catalina Island. 

The camp, from the standpoint of 
number, was not as large this year 
| a8 in the past, on account of each 
county holding its own individual 
camp. There were 42 people in all | 
in the camp, 33 boys, five leaders, 
two cooks, one boatman and one 
secretary. 

As you may know the camp was 
organized under a plan of seli-gov- 
ernment; a mayor was elected and | 
commissioners on sanitation, water 
and fuel, and public safety. These 
commissioners appointed boys ac- 
cording to tents each day to take 
care of the various lines of work 
about the camp. The leaders consti- 
tuted an advisory body for the camp 
director who held entire authority 
over all administration. As each 
leader was assigned some phase of 
the work or activities, such as swim. 
ming, baseball, hikes, merit system, 
music, social work, etc., we were 
able to check these departments 
daily and saw to it that all ran 
smoothly. As a result, the complete 
program planned for the camp was 
run off in order with the results 
sought for. Ali the features of the 
camp were held promptly according 
to schedule. 

Owing to so many activities plan- 
ned it was a little bit difficult to get 
them all in, and in fact we had to 
leave a part of them out entirely. 
The baseball series provided a good 








=|/deal of amusement and afforded an 


opportunity for every boy in the 
camp to take active part in the ac- 
tivities of the camp. The two hikes 
to Black Jack, the highest peak on 
the island, was enjoyed by every one 
who was able to make the trip. Five 
trips were taken on the launch and 
two on the Catalina Flyer, the fast- 
est boat on the island. Those on 
the Catalina Flyer was one around 
the island and other a _ searchlight 
trip. 

The merit system as outlined on 
the cards given each boy was well 
emphasized and well responded to by 
tthe boys. The boys were urged right 
from the start of camp to begin 
working for their honor emblems 
with the result that 23 boys won 
the C. W. emblem for first year 
honors; six boys won the pennant 
for second year honors; one boy 
won the fob for third year honors, 
and one boy won a wall-plaque for 
fourth year honors. 

Besides the morning dip of five 
minutes, two half-hour periods for 
swimming were held each day. Sev- 
eral of the best swimmers were pick- 
ed to patrol the beach during the 
swimming hour and watch for acci- 
dents. The instruction given in 
swimming by Willard Ball, Jr., was 
very helpful to the boys, with the 
result that three boys won the be- 
ginners’ button for learning to swim;

For the purpose of realizing how} 
the tilth or physical condition of the 
soil influences crop production, let 
us regard the soil as the medium | 
through which the trees are fed. It

| become hard and compact when dry, | 
ido not allow a sufficient circulation | 


and thus limit the feeding capacity | 
of the tree. They are very difficult | 
soils to handle even with the best of | 
cultivation. Now, carbonate of lime 
has the power of shrinking clay or | 
adobe soils of this type. It does| 
this by flocculating the fine clay par-|

It is true, of course, that the phy- 
|sical condition of the soil also de- 
|pends on its humus content. All of 
| us realize how humus improves a 
| texture of the soil—we all know we 
need it and are using every prac- 
| tical means to get it. 

The use of lime carbonate on our 
soils will enable us to build up the 
humus content in two ways: 

First: By greatly increasing 

growth of any legumes which may 
be planted as a cover crop (all le- 
gumes demand a plentiful supply of 
| this type of lime in the soil), and 
| (Second: By increasing the activity 
of the soil bacteria and promoting 
| the normal decay of the organic mat- 
|ter in the soil. 
We are spending money—lots of it 
'—to put organic matter in the 
ground. It behooves us to see that 
;the soil is supplied with sufficient 
| lime to insure the production of the 
maximum amount of humus for the 
money and labor expended. 

In short—it all simmers down to 
this: there is no other one factor 
more important in crop production 
than the lime carbonate content of 
the soil. It is the key that unlocks 
to the growing plant the elements 
from which the crop is builded. 

At this time, particularly, the most 


available type of lime carbonate 
should be used to produce immedi- 
ate results.
